Lord Matmessvry is an idle and indolent man, 
anxious for popularity rather than fer office, and 
willing to share the credit attaching to anything 
he may do with those by whose toil and zeal he 
has obtained it. His worst fault is that he is too 
likely to be worked upon and made use of by his in: 
sidious predecessor, for whese knowledge and in. 
dustry he entertains extravagant admiration. Lord 
CLARENDON undetstands this thoroghly,and is plain- 
ly disposed to turn it to account. He will counsel, 
the present Secretary for foreign affairs to do a great 
many things which he would not himself venture 
upon were he in office ; and when they are done,and 
the consequences come to be gathered, if these do 
not turn out a good crop of popularity, Lord 
CLARENDON will stand aloof, and enjoy the em- 
bartassment of his unsuspecting tool, In a fa- 
miliar but expressive phrase, he will sell his suc.

—an equivocal treat which the provincials alone 
can enjoy in England. Miss Drkk was the prima 
donna of the occasion, Mr. Hengy Haicu, the 
tenor. It was not exactly PrccoLomin1 and 
Makio, but the “ Brindisi” was:prettily sung, and 
thus I got my three shillings back. The theatre 
of Southampton is a small clap-board and wall- 
paper establishment, hardly up to the. dignity of a 
first-rate town like that in which it is situated. It 
has but two private boxes, one of which I secured. 
A fashionably dressed young man soon entered 
the unique box of the other side, and looking 
across the stage smiled, as much as.to say—“ mis. 
ery lovescompany.” The pit was full of respec. 
table looking men and women, the “ Paradise,” o, 
third tier, had its complement of sailors and stable 
boys, Sailors, they say, often get sick on land 
just as land-lubbers do on sea: At any rate we 
had a sick sailor that night in the “ Paradise.” 
Armand, the loving, the desperate Armand, was 
just screaming his desperation to the hectic Mar- 
guerite, because his father would stand between 
bim and happiness, when there came down from 
above one of those sounds ‘so familiar to all 
persons who have made a voyage on sea. It was 
a clear case of “ half seas over,” but unfortunate- 
ly for that part of the house, it was “over” the 
pit. Down it came, the first volley, in a scatter 
ing deluge, like the American fall at Niagara in a 
strong wind, over the heads and shoulders of the 
devoted pit. The audience and the actors, were 
paialyzed at this sudden interpellation into the 
programme. The pit, with one inquiring glance 
upwards, made a sudden and sim ultaneous bolt 
for the doors and the orchestra. The audience 
screamed with laughter, Armand and Marguerite 
were cured of their desperation, the old man that 
represented the orchestra on a second-hand bron- 
chitic piano, stopped short in the middle of a cres- 
cendo. Tableau! The volleys continued, but 
soon the consternation was succeeded by a gene- 
ral hilarity, even in the crowded dry corners of the 
pit, the old man took up his crescendo where he 
had deft off, but order was not established for the 
rest.of the evening. Even if the “ Brindisi” had 
not been well sung, I should have got my three 
shillings back ! 

The respectability of the waiters at the English 
hotéls is suffocating. The black suit, with the 
immaculate stending collar and black-studded 
shirt-bosom, the carefully crushed hair and par. 
son-like rigidity of features, are annoying in the 
extreme. It is only when they speak, and it is 
precisely this that is most annoying, that one 
recognizes he is talking to a servant. I asked my 
man, one of the most intensely stiff and genteel- 
looking of his class, for the materials to dress my 
salad. “We ‘ave some as is already made, Sir.” 
“ What is it made of?” “It is made of heggs and 
hile, Sir. It’s werry good, Sir.” . I asked another 
one of these fine gentry to what branch of the ser- 
vice a company of soldiers then passing belonged 
to. “I think, Sir, thems.the hinfantry, Sir. That 
one, Sir, as walks alone, is a hofficer, Sir.” 

But, I think all travelers will agree that the | 
most exaggerated perversions of the English 
tongue one hears in tfaveling are those which 
come from the top of the engine of an English 
steamboat. The Captain on these boats does not 
communicate with the engineer by bells; as on 
American steamers, but stands on a high bridge 
over the mid-ships, and by. automatic signs con- 
veys his wishes to a boy perched over an aperture 
leading down to the engineer. The boy translates 
the Captain’s gesticulations for the -engineer’s in- 
formation something in ‘the following way : 
“ %Eave ‘ur a ‘ead, Sir! Stop ’ur! Goho-n! 
Hease ’ur.a little, Sir! Back ur!” evc., all of it 
pronounced witha dialectic intonation perfectly 
indescribable. 

‘During. my short .stay in Southampton I had the 
honor of acting as the finger-board and banker to 
all thé lost. and needy Frenchmen—my compatri- 
ots—in the place. The Paris cut of my. beard and 
coat served as the landmark of nationality. It 
seemed that I had become actually a God-send to 
the town. First it was afamily who could not 
speak a word of English, who wished..to find the 
French Consul to get their ‘passport viséd. Then 
it was another who wanted to know the route to 
the Havre steamer ; then another who wanted a 
small contribution to enable him to get back to 
that dear country we all love so much, et cetera. 
I had a notion to send in a bill against the Corpora- 
tion and Overseers of the Poor. . But worst of all, 
a scoundrelly “Englishman who spoke French 
well, cheated ‘me out of some money, and then 
claimed immunity on the score of our being com- 
patriots! That was too much, and afterwards I 
taboved the French under all circum- 
stances. I hope my French fellow-citizens didn’t 
suffer by it. 

I went to Netley Abbey, and on the road I found 
out where all the “Sandwiches” come from we 
meet in Paris... A pair of bright eyes at my side, 
the very brightest in all England—I hope some 
day the owner ot them may see this compliment 
to. her that the gentlemen are 
obliged to take a lady on each arm, because the 
beaux areih such an immense minority. But this 
is no reason why they need expose thus their 
surplus of feminines in the streets of Paris, to the 
amusement.of all the gaming. ie 

Netley A’ t If.I werea poet I sho 
asipted. to yw Iotiaehe you @ half column of en- 
thusiasm in verse. on this grandest.of old English 
gothic ruins. Karz, and Bowszs, and Miss 
Mirvorp, have celébrated it in song, and Netley 
Abbey and its “old ivy green,” the most famous 
ivy of all England, formed the subject of Miss 
Mitrorp’s finest poem. This extensive and re- 
markable ruin is situated three miles from South- 
ampton on the Hampshire coast, overlooking the 
bay. 

The great point of attraction at Southampton is 
its steamer dock, It is from this port that sail 
the principal mail lines for all parts of the world, 
and the consequence is that the visitor may always 
see lying at its single. dock from 76 te 100 ofthe 
finest sea steamers that now float, Moreover, one 
can compare here in this single grand basin the 
various forms of steam, vessels, for nota anil ves- 
sel is seen in it. The day of my arrival there the 
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ac ump of stunted oaks, but they -look.coldly on 
their fine scenery. The reason is that they. 
have such an abundance of remarkable sea views : 


they do not appreciate their beauties; while to for- } 


est scenery, such as we have in America, they are 
total strangers. It is not surprising that the yacht 
clabs should have chosen these waters for their 
ptincipal rendezvous, or that the Queen should 
have here fixed her marine resivence. ; 

At Cowes, the most striking object from the 
water is the old cestie, now occupied by the Yacht 
Club, of which the Earl of Witton is President. 
The bay is full of the finest specimens of these 
craft afloat, and to-morrow and next day we are 
to have regattas, in which thirty or forty vessels 
will start. . The owners of these craft-are mostly 
members of the aristocracy, who engage in this 
nautical sport with the same zest as in that of the 
turf. At the same time, however, they use their 
yachts as mediums of pastime ard of conveyance 
from one point to another. Thus an immense 
‘squadron of swift miniature clippers, num- 
bering more a hundred, while on their way to 
the fétes of Cherbourg, will make of the journey a 
race foractp. In their interior .they are hand- 
somely and’ comfortably arranged with all the 
necessaries of a voyage, 80 that the my-lord when 
he wishes to perform a journey ie never subjected 
to the espionage of Custom-house officers, nor is 
he troubled with packing and unpacking of trunks, 
like common mortals. The rage for yachts has 
arrived in England at such a point that a man is 
scarcely comme tl faut whose name is not found 
in the Yacht Club Register. All their club ar- 
rangements, too, are perfect. I was amused watch- 
ing the movements of these craft as they approach 
the harbor. They have a set of by which 
they communicate with the club house and with 
each other, and while yet far out at sea the yacht. 
ers are seen ordering their dinners at the club 
house on shore by means of the little flags, with 
all the detail of pencil and paper. 

Osborne, the present marine residence of the 
Queen, is private property, bought by her own 
money. Her Majesty first tried to buy Norris 
Castle and its beautiful grounds, lying between 
Osborne and Cowes, but the proprietor would not 
part with them. The grounds at Osborne have 
more than a mile of extent.. The palace, which is 
an extensive modern-built structure, with two high 
towers, commands one of the’ finest views of the 
sea, of the opposite Hampshire coast, and of the 
Isie of Wight, on which it is located, that could 
possibly be found. In front, a mile out in the bay, 
lie the Queen’s two steam yachts, the Victoria and 
Albert, and the Fairy. Opposite, at the Spithead, 


. lie the Channel fleet, whose guns can all.be count” 


ed from this, distance, and behind them are the 
bristling fortifications of Portsmouth—the Cher- 
bourg of England. 

The Queen is just starting on a pleasure excur- 
sion in the Victoria and Albert; The little Fairy 
runs up to the private wharf at the bottom of the 
esplanade of Osborne House, and takes off Her 
Majesty, the Prince Atgsrr, and the children and 
suite, and carry the royal party to the larger yacht, 
which is unable to approach the shore. The 
steam is up, and away flies the royal yacht, at the 
rate of twenty miles an hour, for a pleasure excur- 
sion around the Isle of Wight. As she passes the 
fleet at Spithead, the yards are manned, and the 
big guns of the Royal Albert, the flag ship of 
Admire! Lyons, fires the customary salute. The 
Victoria and Albert returns the compliment, the 
thousands of seaman in the rigging cheer, and 
flags are lowered and hoisted. The royal yacht: 
according to the Zimes of yesterday, made the 
trip around the islend, 60 miles, in three hours, 
twelve minutes, which must be admitted to be ex- 
traordinary speed for a sea steamer. 

I walked up to’ the park surrounding Osborne 
House, to endeavor to gain admittance, I encoun- 
tered a high arched:gate, over which the lion and 
the unicorn looked mere rampant than usual, and 
which bore a large gilded crown supported on a V. 
R. Atthe end of a long roadway, darkly covered 
in by the foliage of the trees, I saw one of the cor- 
ners of the palace. I scized hold of the big iron 
gate and shook it but there was no response ‘from 
within. A philanthropic. individual passing that 
way, volunteered the information that visitors 
were never admitted to Osborne grounds, and he 
would advise me not to shake her Majesty’s gate. 
I thanked him for the information and the advice, 
and desisted. from any further attempts on her 
Majesty’s property. But I could not escape the re- 
flection in walking away, how different would be 
NAPOLEON'S treatment of the public with so fine a 
place as Osborne House. 

Ryde is this season and especially just now 
more fashionable than ever before. Its hotels and 
private houses are crowded with the aristocracy 
of England. It is a lovely town Of 15,000 popula- 
tion, with its elegant cottage houses embowered 
in trees, and échelouné up a long slope rising from 
the'sea tothe summit of the high Jand of the 
island, presenting an extremely picturesque ap- 
pearance. Ryde is remarkable for its long pier, 
thrown straight.out into the sea a half a mile, 
which seryes as the principal promenade of the 
town. Itis also celebrated for its mild ‘atmos- 
phere, its good bathing, its clean streets, good ho- 
tels, elegant shops, select company and high bills. 
The company this Summer at Ryde is indeed the 
most respectable and unmixed I have ever had the 
pleasure of meeting at any European watering- 
place. Bnglish beauty abounds ;. but‘here it is 
the fashion to dress plain,.and the sudden, appeer- 
ance of a Paris lorctie- on the promenade with one 
ef those crinolinés you know of, would put to 
flight all this staid and highly respectable com- 
peny- , 

I stopped several days at Ryde, and from this 
point made excursions to all parts of the island ; 
to Newport, the centre ; to the famous old Caris- 
brooke Castlé, which dates from the days of W1L- 
Liaw Rorvs, and was ‘the prison of the. unfortu- 
nate CaxaRies, afterwards beheadéd at London;, 
to Ventour, Bonchurch, and the Falls, here called 
Chines. The Isle of Wight may well be. ternied 
the Garden Isle ; it is a little miniature State fn - 
itself, with miniature falls, miniature: mountains, 
and miniature cities. It has its capital at New- 
port, its castle and State-house at Carisbrooke. Its 
fields are productive, and the farmers are now har- 
vesting as fine wheat as ever drew an agricultural 
prize in Ohio or Michigan. Its hills are covered 
with magnificent southdowns and cotswalds, its 
meadows with huge steers for the beef market. 
The blue Atlantic waves break all around its wild, 
rugged shoresyand the high-sea in every direction 
is covered with the sails of ships from every, par‘ 
of the globe. “The ‘climate is mild and equable, and

THE FETES AT CHERBOURG.

From Our Paris Correspondent. 
Cueasouac, Saturday, Aug. 7, 1858. 

I left Brighton en Thursday, and hurried 
down to New-Haven by the way of Lewes, in or- 
der to get a steamer across the Channel te the 
French coast. I had tried to get my passport 
viséd at Portsmouth, but there I was told the 
right to visé had been withdrawn from’the French 
Consular Agent since the Orsini affair. “There 
was a Consular Agent, however, at New-Haven- 
Arrived at New-Haven, and with only fifteen min- 
utes’ time to gain the steamer, I hurried to the 
Consul’s and presented my passport. The gentle- 
man had nearly finished the operation—I had my 
money in my hand to pay him—when it occurred 
to him to ask me the question : “ Where was your 
passport last viséd?” Treplied, “At Havre, in ; 
coming to England.” “What, haven’t you the 
visé of your Minister at London ?’’ “No, Sir.” 
“ Oh, then, I can’t otsé your passport ; you must 
go to London, and first get your Minister’s visé, 
before-I can put mine on it.” .“Is there no“ 
way—?” “None, Sir; the rule is: obligatory.” 
And he passed to the other gentlemen who were 
waiting. \ 

Here was a dilemma fora man who was going 
to the fétes of Cherbourg. It was a dilemma not 
favorable to kind reflections toward the French 
Government. . No .. other : boat . would leave 
New-Haven for three days, and to goup to Lon- 
don would cause the loss of two days, so that al- 
ready I saw the fétes of Cherbourg finishing with- 


and the man charged with the safe-keeping of the 
*Fiench empire at the port of New-Haven was in- 

exorable—what was to be done? I tried indigna- 

tion, but that was of no avail, I ventured to sug- 
gest that the French Government had no right to 

dictate to a man traveling into England, to what 
pert of that island he should go to ; that they had 

ne right to’ compel a man togo up to London 
whether he had business there or not. “But the 
rule was de rigeur. I walked back to the station, 
intending to take the first up train to London, but 
I first went to say adieu to some new-made ac- 
quaintances, who had already gained the boat. 
There J saw the Captain, and to him I told the pite- 
ous tale.. The Captain called the clerk and the 
clerk called the dépét agent, anda consultation 
was held. It was finally agreed that, although 
they could guarantee nothing, they would advise’ 
me to go with them, and attempt to pass into 
France without a visa. I gladly accepted their 
advi€e, and yet, knowing as I did, the rigor of 
French officers, lL expected to be sent back. On 

board, in a crowd of two hundred passengers, I met 

Mr. PainGz, of Charleston, returning to Paris 

from Brighton, and Mr. PutLitrs, of Philadelphia, 

both gentlemen long resident in France. The 

latter had been up to London, and had his pass- 

port: in order ; but Mr. PRINGLE was in the same 

predicament as myself.. He had not been as far.as 

London, did not know that the Minister’s visé 

there was required, and had been unable to talk 

the New-Haven agent‘into a visé. 

On the boat we organized our plan of attack 
on the French Empire. Mr. PHILLIPS, having Mr. 
Datias’ signature at London, was supposed to be" 
a safe man to enter French. Territory, although he 
avows he did not see that gentlemen, and that his 
guarantee was afforded simply because it was 
asked for.

It is generally conceded that these figures 
give about the true strength of both parties in 
Kansas : that is, about one to seven-and-a-half in 
fevor of Bucuanan and his swindle. 

The perversion of facts that is now circulating 
through the Democratic ranks, that we have sim- 
ply voted to remain a Territory, and that the ques 
tion of Slavery or Freedom was not in issvye is 
palpably absurd. Not one man in a thousand ever 
took such a view of the matter, and the vote was 
directly and explicitly for and against the Slave 
policy of the Administration. We are as anxious 
as exer to assume the rights and duties of State 
sovereignty, and the application will be renewed 
with redoubled energy atthe next session ot Con- 


gress.
